oo. Thirdly and laſtly,conceraing his auditors; you, that js, 
Te, his Diſciples. Wherein we obſerve; firft;cthat our Saviour had 
_ a very ſpeciall care over his Diſciples,that whereas they were 
ſeparate toſuch an excellent office, as to preach the Goſpel ; 
And retaining to ſuch anexcellenc Maſter as hee was; there« 
fore hee would have them ro bee more excellently inſtructed, 
herh tor life and dodrige,hap ochers were. Hee ecyont 
dragh - 7 Th : em 
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them in.che worldaas a Citie vpon the top of an Hillzthey were 


in open view,and eyery mans eye wonld bee faſtened v 
them ; and if any grofle imperfe&tion could be efpied in them, 
itwould bea ſcandall roche Wore, a reproch ro their Maſter, 
a diſcredir ro their calling,8 their evill example would fpread 
' trſelfe, likea running ſore, tothe infetion of many others ; 
and therefore he would have them to bee berter thanordinary, 
cheir righreouſneſſe to exceed therighteouſnefle of the Scribe 
and Phariſees, Now as our Saviourſaid, 44ark. 1 3.37. Thoſe 
chings that I ſay unto you, I ſay uncoallmen: fo, the ame 
which is here ſpoken to his Diſciples , hee fayth ic al unto 
vu, beloved Brethren, and coas many of ns as ſucceed them 
1n the worke ofthe Miniſtry. Let os carry awatchfull eye over 
all onr wayes, that we above all ochers may be good examples. 
Andas the Lordexhorts his people, Haſta 4+ I5. Though 
Iſrael play the harlot, yet let not Judah; fo, let us beware, 
that (howſoever the Scribes and Phariſces doe walke amiſſe , 
howſoever the common people be negligent in their wayes) 
yet weethatare ofthe Miniſtery bee carefullto live withour 
giving any juſt occaſion of reproofe, Wee 'are, or ſhould be 
the lights of theworld ; let not our mif-demeanour blemiſh 
thac light of God that is within ns, Wee are, or ſhould bee 
theSalrofrhe earth, let us nor be unſavoury, leſt wee bee caſt 
out upon the dung-hill, among the filth and traſh of the world; 
ler us dnely conſider, that the Lords owne credit doth in ſome 
ſort, refb npon our ſhoulders, and that many other mens 
foules doe hang npon our owne neckes, and chat the Lord, ha- 
ving given more untous than unto others, will require much 
moreof ns than of others ; therefore for the good example of 
others; or, if that doe not move ns, yer for the ſaving of onr 
owne ſoules ; or, if wee regard nor thar, yet ar the lea(t for the 
lorifying of Gods moſt blefſed Name,in whoſe Readwe are, 
T beſeech you, let us every one looke unto our ſelves, asthe 
Apoſtlecounſels us , and ftriveto agreater meaſure of righ- 
reouſnefſethan ordinary, as our Saviour here willech his Di 
ciples rodoe, : EE: 
. Secondly, wee may here obſerve the wiſedome of onr Savi- 
our, in making ſpeciall chayes of traQtable and towardly 
| c 
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mindes, rowhom hee doch deliver this NoQrine. If hee had 
ucrered it to the Scribes & Phariſees,he bad bur ſtriven againſt 
the treame : they wenld have been fo farre from beleeving ir, 
that contrariwiſe they wew!d have withſtood ic with alltheir 
power, and defiedthe Teacher, and been more incenſed a- 
gainſt him, as afterward they were inthe like caſe, If hee had 
preached irro the common people, they would have mourmn- 
red againſt it, as being a new Doctrine, quite contrary - to 
the wiſedome of their fore-fathers. 1f hee had fpokenit tothe 
high Prieſts and Elders, they wonld have accuſed him, ſpit on 


him, condemned him, crucified him, as afterwards they did. 


Therefore hee makes choyce of better ſpirits than thoſe were; 
evenfach as hee knew wonld bee fitter to receive, readier to 
beleeve, and forwarder topradtiſe his wholfotne Inftru&tions; 
hee ſpeakesit ro his Diſciples, Neither is our Saviour unlike 
himſelfe in this courſe, for it wasthe ordinary tenour of his 
proceedings; he was alwayes very wiſe and wary in diſpoſing 
of the mytteries of God, We read of the high Prieſt, Mar.14. 
60. that hee queſtioned with our Saviour abour the deftroying 
ofthe Temple, and bnildiog it againe inthree dayes ; bur our 
Saviour wonld anſwer him nothing ; hee knew char the high 
' Prieftwas not a fir manto heare of inch a matter. Likewiſe of 
Hered, Luke 23,9. that hee queſtioned with our Savionr 'a- 
bout many things, but our Saviour anſwered him nothing. He 
knew that Herod was nota fit anditour for ſuch marcers. Like- 
wiſe of Pilate, Joh, $, 38. that hee asked our Saviour , whar 
was Truch ? Bur onr Saviour, thongh hee never was wo:t to 
{mother or ſuppreſſe the truth, gives him noanſwer : hee knew 
that Plate was not a fir Scholler to learn the Truch.Bnr above 
all other, hee makes himſelfe moſt nice to the woman of Ca. 
rvaan, Mark 15.26. Where heegives the ſame reaſon of thar 
aQion,and of all orherofthe ſame kinde, Becauſe it was not 
meet to take the childrens bread, and to give it unto dogs. In 
the forrth of Luke,verſ.23. there wee may ſee,thar our Savi- 
our had done many things in Cpernanm of his owneaccord, 
which hee refuſed to doe in his owne Countrey, thongh they 
requeſted him earneſtly. What was thereafon hereof ? Chyy- 
ſoftome tels you; it was incredslitas populi ſui, the —

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of rhe people. Nay, Chrifthimſelfetels you, verſe 24: tharic 
was the waywardnefle and preverſenefle of his owne Nation, 
who would not excepr of a Propher in his 6wne Country. 
You ſee therefore that our Saviour, in great wiſedome, doth 
here {eparate and rake his Diſciples apart from the mulcirade 
inco a mountaine, asit is inthefirſt verie ofthis chaprer, and 
there by themſelves alone , doth commnnicate theſe heaven- 
iy myſteries unto them, as being firreſt for eachother ; chey 
_ for choſe myſteries , and thoſe myſteries firreft for 
| them. v1 | 
To This Doarine doth afford ns ns a twofold Uſe. + $6 Ts 
Firſt; here.is marcer of Imiration tbr us that are ofthe Mi- Uſe. 

niiry, reaching ns, ater the example of onr Saviour, norro 

impart the myReries of ſalvationzo all men indifferencly, bne

Saviour doth nor onely countenance by his example inthe 
execution of his own office, bur he gives the ſamealſo in charge, 

by way of precept unto his Diſciples intheir Commiſſion. 
Forſowe reade, Mat.10.11. [nto whatſoever ( ity or towne 
you enter, inquire who is worthy in it + Asifhe ſhonldfay, Ag 

many as you findeto beennworthy , and unfir roheare your 
wading no dealing with ſuch perſogs,but depart from x ra 

and ſhake offthe oy duſt of your feete , for a witneſſe a- 

gainſt chem,* For as the /ſraelites when rhity were a 

the Babylonians, did hang up their Harpes npon the Willow 

crees, and wonld not fingthe ſongs of Siexin a firange larid, 
aSit is Pſalme 137.23 Evendo, the myfteries of Godare very 

ſparingly ro bee handled inthepreſence of thoſe that are = 

fane and wilfull , whowill bee ready to ſcoffear ſuch holy 

things, and roopen theirblaſphemons mouthes againſt chem, 

And as Ezechias ſhould nor have ſhewed theKing of Baby-1,,., .,., 

lon his golden Veſtmentrs ; So, neither ovght the precious | - 

ſeries of Gol to be commirred to wilfall onbeleevers.!

$c1-2-427 mnt ſpeake the words ofthe Lordunto the Jewes , though 


 alwaies performed,yer there isno abſolure neceſſity inir : tor, 
Moſes muſt ſpeake to Pharoah,thovgh he know before-hand, 


and bee certified from the Lords owne mouth, that Pharoabs 


the Lord have certainely forewarned him that they are a ſtiffe- 
necked, and rebellious people, and tuch as will not heare him. 
Bur thisis chat which 1wonld ſhew you , what an excellent 
and neceflary a thing diſcrerion isin the Miniſters of God, and 
how chary weonght robe indeliveringthe myſteries of God, 
that wee doe not give ſuch holy things unto dogs, nor caſt his 


. precious pearles before ſwine. And ſeeing ir is not in onr 


power, ſtill ro make choyce of ſuch Auditors as ſhall bee fir for 
our inſiry&ions, therefore wee muſt be wiſe in making choyce - 
of ſuch inſtruRQions as ſhall bee fir for our Auditors. If thon 
doeſt light upon thoſethat are profane and wilfull, rocthem, 
ifchou ſpeakeſt any thing, thou muſt ſpeake ofthe judgements 
of God ; but whenthou meereft with more rowardly and tra- 
etable ſpirits, fuch as theſe diſciples were,theſe rhon muſt enter- 
raine with ſuch a kindely leſſon, as this is which our Saviour 
here uſeth to his Diſciples. 

The ſecond Uſeofthis Doarine is for the people, for ſee- 
ing our Saviour doth here make ſpeciall choyce of thoſe ro 


. whomhedorh reveale theſe myſteries, here is an tems for the 


people, that ifthey doe nor feele the meſſage of ſalvation in 
themſelves, northeir hearts inwardly admoniſhed in ſome 
meaſure to trne obedience, they aretotakea ſtrong prejudice 
againſt themſelves , rhar ſuarelyrhe Lord doth as yer cſteeme 
themtobeentrerly unworthy and unfit for all goodnefle, that 
(like dogges and Grine) they are not admitred roſuch holy 
Pearles. Ifthe Goſpel beehid, fairhthe Apoſile, it is hid to 
them that are loſt,2 Cor. 4. 3. And they whom the Lord hath 
not,made acquainted with the matrers oftheir owne ſalvati- 
on, they areas yet inaveryhard and damnable eſtate. It is a 
fearefull thingro beedebarred ofcbe meanes of our ſalvation, 
as theſe Scribes and Phariſces in ſomeſort were debarred ; in 


' thatthe Lord doth not ntter the courſe offalvation within 


their hearing.On the other fide;it is a very Pyful & coforrable 
p< ; bleſſing,

blefſing,chat che Lord ſhould teachus how wee may bee ſaved, 
as here he ceacheth his Diſciples, acquainring them inprivate, 


and very familiarly with the ready. way tothe kin of 


Heaven, Let therefore every man rhrovghly fift and examine 
himſelfe, whether by allche hearing that ever he hath bad be-' 
nefit of, he findes this fraicyvithin bimſclfe, that he is inward- 
ly admoniſhed , - and inclined in his owne foule, to leavethe 
common and ordinary way of the world , and berake himſelfe 
r0a more ſtrict and ſevere courſe of life, ſuch as is peculiar bur 
tofew, and yertoall Gods children, For this indeed is che 
very preſent caſe of theſe Diſciples 3 whom onr Saviour would 
weane from theordinary courſe of rhe Scribes and Phariſees, 
and adviſe them a peculiar courſe of his owne direction. And 
when thou haſt thus examined thy ſelfe, if thou doſt findeany 
ſuch effe& within thy ſoule , then thou muſt record and mag- 
nifie the infinire mercies of Almighty God, torthy owne 
endlefſe comfort : bur ifthon doe nor feele this fruic within 
thy ſelfe, then muſt thon know rhar as yer thou art in the 
fearefull eſtateof condemnation, and that God hath left 
thee to takethe ordinary courſes that the world is wont to 
take, that ſo thou mayſt bee condemned together with the 
world. And this confideration will makerhee, if thon haſt 
any ſparkles ofgrace in thee atall, rarowſeupthy ſelfe, and 
continually to firive with Almighty God in hearty Prayer, 
that for his owne glory ſake hee will vouchfafe ar the length 
co reyeale and open unto thee the myſtery ofthy ſalvation,and 
withall, roopenthy hearr , that thou mayeſt underſtand the 
ſame, and beleeve1t, and yeeld ready obediencetherennto, 
And thus much concerning the firſt principall point thar I 
proponnded to your godly confideration,out of this Scripture, 
namely, the manner of his ſpeech, or the termesof Aſſeveraci- 
on, whereby our Savionr would faſten this leſſon npon his 


Diſciples. I have ſtood upon it the longer, becauſe (as you ſee) 


it hath miniſtered nnco me good ore of ſuch -matrer asis fir 
and very pertinent to this preſent Aſſembly. Now proceed we

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which hence I obſerved,was, the Dutie which is here required 
of themzand.in them of/us, their righteouſneſſe muſt exceed 
the righteonſneſſe of the Scribes and Phariſees, Wherein we 
are roobſerve;firt,the matrer of that Durie,it is righreowſues : 
ſecendly.thequalitie ofthar righreawſneſſe, which is here ex- 
prefſed,partly by = of Negation, not ſuch 4 righteonſneſſe 
as ts that of the Scribes and Phariſees; and partly, by way of 
Affirmation, but ſuch as beſeemes the Diſciplesof Chriſt,the 
crue children of God, your righteonſneſſe : and thirdly, the 
meaſure of that righreouſnefle {o qualified, ir muſt not bee 
ſcant,but abound and exceed, your righteonſnefle'muſt ex. 
ceed. Or elſe, that wee may draw ir intoa narrower Diviſion; 
Thething required is righteouſneſſe, which our Saviour de- 
ſcribes by way of compariſon, with the righteouſneſle of the 


. Scribes and Phariſees : In whole righteonlheſſe he ſeemes ro 


raxe a double defect,and requires in the righteouſneſſe of his 
Diſciples, the ſupplying of both thoſe deftets. Firſt, their 


- righteouſneſſe, it was bur connrerfeir,ic was nor 


and therefore therighteouſneſſe of Chris diſciples muſt bee 
a better righreouſneſle : and ſecondly,their righreouſneſſe was 
very ſcarce and ſparing, and therefore the righteouſnefle of 
Chrifts Diſciples muſt be more; there muſt be greater ſtore of 
righteonſnefſein them than was inthe Scribes and_ Phariſees, 
fo in that it muſt exceed both in goodnefle and in greatneſle, 
Firſt, of the matter of chis Ducie, which is, Righreowſneſſe; 
whereby wee are tounderſtand the whole obedience which a 
man doth owe unto God, both inreſpeR of his-fairh, and in 
reſpe& ofhis life,both for Doarine, and alſo for manners. For 
indeed; fo much is inforced. exactly by the Antithefis, or Op- 
poſition here ſpecified , whereas exception 18 made both a- 
ozinftthe Scribes and the Phariſees roo. For,as it ſhall after- 
ward (God willing) more plainly appeare, the Scribes they 
were $kilfull inthe knowledge of the Lav, and the Phariſees, 
they were preciſe and formall in the practice of the Law : the 
Scribes were the men of greateſt learning, and the Pharilzes 
the men ofexaQeſt living that thoſe times did afford. There 
fore exception being taken againſt chem bothzir is very plaine, 
that our Saviour would have his Diſciples, both to know the 
| __ Law 
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 Lawbetrter than the Scribes, and to practiſe the Law berrer 


chan the Phariſees ; Your righteouſneſſe, iaicth hee,muſt ex» 
ceed rhe righteouſneſſe of rhe Scribes and Phariſees' boch. 
God;as hee hath appointed and prepared a Kingdome in heyy 
yen, ſo, becauſe char is the Holy of Holies, there is no way for 
any profane or uncleane thing ro enter into1r z and therefore 
the Lord requires, that every one that would enter therein, 
ſhonld be righteous and holy,according to that, Pſal-r 18,20, 
This ts the gate of the Lord, the righteous ſhall entey inrs ir. 
It is the wedding garment which every one ofus mnſt be co- 
vered withallifwe would be fir guelts for thar wedding feaft 
which the Lord hath prepared in heaven. The Scriprnre makes 
mention of a twofold righteoutneſſe, Righteouſneſle 'inhe- 
rent,and Righteouſneſſe unpured, Firſtzchere 18a Righteonſe 


 nefle thar is within us, onr obedience tothe wHH of God; or 


at the leaſt,our endevour to performe it as neere as wee can : 
and ſecondly , there is a\righteouſnefſe that 1s without ug, 
which being inherent in Chriſt,is apprehended of gs by a true 
and a lively faith,8 ſo is imputed mmcons,and acconnced ours, 
as really as if ir were _ vs. For true righreouſneſle isno- 
thing elſe bur rhe fulfilling ofthe Law; as contrariwiſe; finne 
isnothing elſe bnr the rranſgreflion of the Law; and if we doe 
performe the Law of God our telves, here,is inherenc _ 
ouſneſſe, here is our fanRirie and holineſle of life. Nay,it wee 
doe nor performe ir to the full (for this never any mortall man 
conld reach nntoghiit the Sonne of God alone) yer if wee en- 
devour and ftrive to it the beſt wee can, God, that acceprs of 
the will as of the deed, as the Apoſtle fpeakes, doth in great 
mercie, eſteeme it for righteouſnefſe. Bar becauſe this our 
righreoufneſſe is defetve, and roo light robee weighed in 
the balance of Gods juſtice, therefore we mnt goe onr of our 
ſelves to ſecke for a betrer righteonſnefle , ſuchas may ſtand 
before God without controlmenr, and beadmitred wirhour 
any exceprion ; and this is ro be fonnd in Chriftalone, who 
onely hath fulfilled the Law in every point :which if we fairth- 
fally lay hold upon , perſvading our ſelves affuredly , chat 
whatſoever Chriſt hath done, he hath done it for us, then we 


The 
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The inherent rightoouſnefle isthe. matter of our ſanQifi- 
cation, and theimpnredrighreouſneſſe is rhe matcer of our 
juſtification. Now onr Savicur requires here of his Diſciples, 
tbat they ſhould bee furniſhed with hoth theſe ſorcs of righre- 
ouſnefſe. How beeir, hee aymerh principally at our inherenc 
righceonſzefſe , that is, our holincfle of life, wherein wee muft 
exceed rhe Scribes and Phariſees. So then you ſee, that this 
isanexhorcation ro good workes. For howſoever our Saviour 
came downe from heavento preaehthe Goſpel, and the free 
remiſfionof our finnes through faith in his blood yer he would: 
not have men to thinke , that faith were enough roſave them 
without good workes , but as many as looke to bee partakers 
ofhis merits, they muſt be carefull ro avoyd finne, and zea- 
lous of good workes, and, witha}l their power, endeavour 
themſelves tofaulfillthe Law of God. Ir is a controverfie be- 
twixtus and theChurch of Rowe , concerning the neceſſity 
ofgood workes ; they charge us, that wee teach the doQtrine 
of faith alone, and trample the doctrine of good workes nnder 
our feet, andrhar wee proclaime a Goſpel of liberty -and 
ſecurity. Bur this is a manifeſt ſlander againſt us ; for wee doe 
reach the doarineof good workes , and exhort men to bee 
careful in ſeeking ro pleaſe God by holineſs of life,as earneſtly 
as they doe. True indeed, thatwe deny good workes to be ne- 
ceflary in theworke of our juſtification 3 for it is faith alone 
that doth juſtifie us in the fight of God:but we hold them to be 
abſolutely neceſſary ro our ſalvation: ſo thar our adverſaries do 
very deceirfully change the ſtate ot che queſtis thar is berwixr 
us, bearing rhe world in hand that we deny all good workes, 
thereby todiſcredirand reproch our religion. Nobeloved, we 
for our parts doe very conſtantly hold , againſt all che Liber- 

tines in the world, thatthere never was any man,nor ever can 

any man ordinarily be ſaved without good workes. Wee doe 
.indeed magnifie the doQtrine of faith'y bur doe wee thereby 
difanullthe doarine of good workes ? God forbid, faith rhe 

Apoſtle: Nay, rather wee eſtabliſhthe layy of workes, by eſta- 
bliſhing the lay of faith. For when we preach to men the fin- 
gulat loveof Jeſus Chriſt , wherewith hee hath loved them, 
even above his owne life, and hisowneprecions blond, m 
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isthe marrer of our faich. : pcelently wee make uſe hereoh; as + 


being 4 very forcible-motive to p&fvade men , that th 
ſhould endeavour themſelves by all meanes pofliblero require 
this love of Chriſt, with loving him againe, which is the matter 
of our good workes. Bur to leave our adverſaries, and to come 
rothe preſent matter irſelfe,which we have in hand; Our Savi-. 
our here exhorting his Diſciples corighteovſnefle, ſhewes us 
plainely,whar an odious thing it1s in his ſight, for a man to be 
a profeſſed Chriftian,and Scholler of his,vhen he hath no care 
coglorifiethe name of God,and to grace his own profeſſion, by 
living righreoully in chis preſent world:nay,he ſheyes further, 
that all chatever hee hach done for us, hee hath done ir to this 


end, that we might till be converſant in the exerciſes of righ- 


teonſnefle, A thing which the Apoſtle hath ſer downe in more 
plaine and expreſſe termes, Tit.2.11.where he faith, The grace 
of God mhich bringeth ſalvation to all men, hath a—ovitind 


co what end ? that we ſhould live in ſecuriry,and torne it into * 


wantonnefſſe ? No ; but tothis end, that we ſhould deny all wn 
godlineſſe and worldly luſtc;and that we ſhould live ſoberl and 


righteouſly,and godly in thu preſent world. And as this duty is 


| laid npon all chole char profeſle rhe name of Jeſas Chriſt, fo ic 
concernes us of the Miniſtery more then any other : ler us noc 
content onrſelves with a vaine ſhadow of fairh,and let nor us 
chinke, that it is our knowledge that can fave us;for nnleſſe we 
bave righteouſneſle, and chat ſnch arighreouſaeſle asis berter 
than chat was of the Scribes and Phariſees , wee learne by the 
caſe of Chriſts owne Diſciples, evenour ofChrifts own month, 


that we ſhall not enter into the kingdome of heaven.Wherefore, - 


as I exhorred you before, ſo know, that Chriſt dorh exhorrt you 
in this place,toexceed and abound inrighteouineſſe; ler it be 
your daily practice to joyne good workes with your faich holi- 
neſſe of life with your knowledge. Theſe things teach and doe: 
reach it to others ,and praftiſe1t within your ſelves : doe it in 

our owne converſation, that yourgood example may teach o- 
thers ro do the ſame, Tronble nor the heads of your people with 
vaine and frivolous queſtions,wherein there isno profit ; bur 
ler this be your labour, coftir themup to holinefſe of life. And 
trouble nor your owne braines- with vaine and idle querkes, 
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wherein is much indy required without any recompence; bur 
letthrs be your fudy,cven the whole drift & matrer ofall yone- 
medirations,to indevonr your ſelves nnto true righteouſnefle. 
By this meanes of practiſing this dnrty within your ſelves, you 
fhall appearerrnelyro be Chriſts Diſciples : and by this means 
of Jabouring to draw others to the perforwance of this dur 
you ſhall ſhow your ſelves to be true Miniſters of Chriſt, well 
exprefſing his faſhions, who doth here exhort his Diſciples un- 


=. torighteouſneſſe. And thus much concerning the macrer of the 


dnty, which is hererequired,namely,righteouſhefſe, or holi- 
nefſe of life; I ſhould have proceeded rothar which followes,, .
